Confidential Informant ^^^^salled attention to peges one to 
four of the May 2, 1942 Pittsburgh Courier. On Page 1, under the heading 
"The World Today", written by SCHUYLER, informant noted "There is an 
organization named The Post War World Council which is causing agitation 
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regarding unfair treatnent of Japanese aliens and citizens in the Vest, 
while a better treatment is given to the Germane and Italians because 
they are white." SCHUYLER was stated to be using this to stir up anti- 
white feeling among his race. 

In the eighth paragraph subject points out that because a certain 
American surgeon is white, he vc^^gven the Naval Cross for hie work done 
in Pearl Harbor, while a negro, was ignored because of his 

race and color. Subject sings the praises of the half-castes to show they 
superior* 

Informant fljjfl^dvlsed that SCHUYLER is "as black as the Ace of 

(Spades and some more%married a poor white girl from the backwoods of the 
South. Subject was reported to have a daughter age about twelve. In¬ 
formant stated that 'colored women condemn SCHUYLER and hold him up to 
ridicule because they feel he should have married one of his own race 
and consider his marriage to a white woman an insult to the negroes. 

It was stated that hie marriage to a white woman would probably account 
for hie spending so much tine and constantly' advocating racial mixture. 

Confidential Informant^Bi^ in a report captioned "Negro Press- 
GEORGE S. SCHUYLER", dated Thursday, May 14, 1942, forwarded to the 
Bureau under New York cover letter of May' 18, 1942, informant states as 
follows: 

"According to Page four of the Pittsburgh Courier dated 
Saturday, May 16, under the headline of’We stand by our friends in 
the War Department,' it would seem as if someo ne has b een 'cracking 
down on the negro, number one rabble-rouser', ^pl^^states that the 
Pittsburgh Courier had been forced to apologize for subject's attack 
on the Press Relations Bureau of the War Department. Informant called 
attention to subject's writings on Page one and six of the Courier dated 
May 16, 1942, noting that subject wrote about Southern home cooking and 
apparently was forgetting about his anti-white and near pr^Japanese 
ideas, indicating that perhaps subject was getting "cold feet". 


It will be noted that the foregoing issues of the Pittsburgh 
Courier dated May 2, 1942 and May 16, 1942 have been previously for¬ 
warded to the Bureau. 
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On June 3, 1942« Inforoan^^^Hpinade available copies of the 
Pittsburgh Courier dated June 6« 1942^c^ling attention to pages 1, 4, 
and 6 in this publication vhich contained writings by subject. Informant 
pointed out that SCHUYLER has renewed hie anti-white and pro-Japanese 
writings after a lull of a few we^s^ 

Informant pointed out that the Coarier had OTevi^ely apologised- 
for slurs that he made against the War Cetefteent. ^mPstated that subject 
was nowliving at 270 Convent Avenue, New lorlE;former 
^ writer on the W?A Writer's ProJect,MSlong wlthim^^H^ end that .he ' 
was an officer in the National Association for Advancement of Colored 
People, ^ • 

In the articles printed in the Courier on June 6, 1942, subject 
pointed out that the second paragraph ^ den is with ^^llE HlLLi^ who 
recently wae awarded Naval honors. SmUXLSR vent on to state as follows: 


"admiral Nlmits, who once said Negroes were 'too smart' to be 
given equal opportunity in the Navy because they would gain high places 
and thus 'embarrae' whites, coaplimentedyiXlS itiy * 
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In Paragraph 5| auhjeet quotes Dr. HOBEHIT W, SEABUl of Hew York 
as "If we apply the doctrine of the master race to the minorities ^n our 
country, then our difference from Adolf Hitler is only in degree, not in kind." 
Subject then stated. "To which every intelligent Negro will say, Amen". 

In the sixth paragraph, subjects goes on to say that'VAYKAN 
SULLIVaN, a twenty-two year old negro youth, feels not much different from 
Dr. Searle, but the Newark negro got three years in Pederal prison from 
a Judge in Trenton on May 20. The Judge asked him bow he could evade the 
draft and the opportunity to fight Hitler tdio regards negroes as only half 
human, SULLIVAN said, "There are a lot of people over here who agree with 
him. Retorted the Judge, 'Don't you think there are a lot vdio don't agree 
with him?' Replied Sullivan, 'I haven^t hit so many of them'. To this some 
negroes might Amen, too." 

In the last paragraph, subject states ad follows: "Pro-Pascist 
Italion-Americans on our Pacifi^Coast are openly saying 'Roberto will win 
the war' (meaning Rome-Berlin-Tokio Axis). Their pro-Pascist papers still 
print nothing reflecting on Mussolini, the butcher of Libya and Ethopla. 

Mayor Rossi of San lyanelsco has been,observed giving the Paselst' salute. 

The Italian Chamber of Commerce head refuses to return his Italian Covern- 
ment decorations. An Italian attorney admits speaking many times before the 
Oerman-Amerlean bund. Such was the testimony before California's assembly 
committee Investigating un-Americanism last week. Meantime loyal Japanese- 
Amerlcan citizens are being interned Just because of race! Consistency thou 
art a Jewel." 

In the article captioned "Views and Reviews, by CSOROE S. 

SCHUYLER", printed in the Pittsburgh Courier of June 6, 1942, subject attacks 
the recently created concentration camps for persons of Japanese ancestry. 

He states, "What evidence is there that Japanese residents or citizens of 
Nipponese ancestry constitute any dangerous military problem except in the 

minds of alarmists? None whatever."

Subject then proceeds to defend the Japanese-American group, , 

Subject concludes by stating, "I think the average intelligent Negro confronted ' 
with the problem on the Pacific Coast would hive told the prejudiced white 
competitors of the Japanese-Americans to go Jump in the sea, 'and ^ 

guided himself by the Bill of Rights, he would have'assumed every oitisen 
to be innocent until proved guilty, regardless of color. If the Constitution 
can be tossed aside expediently whenever those in authority choose, then 
democracy is already dead and our struggle in its behalf is pointless. 

Subject further states: "There is no soundreason for discrimina¬ 
tion against Japaaese-Amerleans, the real basis is a racial one".

loyal to this country and pointed out that he was considered one of the 
leaders of the negro race.

W.P.A. aiPLOYMSKT 

It liavlng been reported by Confidential Informant 
subject was connected with the WPA Writer's Project, inquiries were made 
of the main Hew York Office of the WPA at 70 Columbus Avenue, New York 
City, for a record of subject's employment. However, this resulted 
negatively. It was pointed out by the clerk In charge of records that 
many of the files eoneerdng individuals who worked in Hew York on the 
WPa Writer's Project were not recorded in the files, but that further 
inquiry through the offices of the UFA In Washington, D.C. would 
probably produce a record of subject's employment. 

Ihe clerk further stated that on several occasions,- subjects' 
employment number and Hew York File number had been secured from Washington, 
after which It was possible to locate a file on subject in Hew York. 

Subject's Publications 

A check of the cord indices of the Hew York ^bllc Library, Fifth 
avenue and 42nd Street, revealed that two books jubllshed by subject were 
maintained by the library. GEOHCE SAMUELSCEUYLSH (1895) was mentioned as 
the author of "BLACK NO HOPE", said to be an account of the strange and 
wonderful workings of science in the land of the free. This book was 
printed by the McAULEY Company in Hew York, 1931* 
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A review of this book by the writer revealed that it was a 
satire oa Inequality amon^ the white and colored races. The story con¬ 
cerned a colored can in Karlen who was rebuked by a Southern white 
wonan who was visiting New York. Thereafter a negro doctor discovered 
a nedical treatment which removed plgnentation from negroes and made then 
white. The story goes on to reveal how the hero, after taking the treat- 
nent, lived in Atlanta, Oeorgia as a respectable white nan and married the 
previously mentioned southern woman, 

< The book goes on to explain how everyone took the treatment 
and became white, and after a while it became fasionable for everyone to 
admire the few remaining negroes so much so that steps were taken by the 
whites to obtain the then popular black complexion. 

The second book, "SLAYZS IOQaY", by GEORQK SAMUEL SCHUYLER (1695) 
wae eald to be a etory of Liberia, published by the BREWER, V^RRER and 
PUTNAM Company, New York, 1931. This book was examined and found to 
be a documentary report on Liberia with no particularly strong sthess being 
made on raftlal equality. It was stated In the foreword of this book, "The 
material for this narrative was gathered during the three month sojourn 
in the west coast of Africa in the early part of 1931". 

TRAVEL abroad 


Attempts were made to check through the Immigration and Naturali¬ 
zation Service, Ellis Island, the reported travels of subject abroad, 
specifically his travel to North Africa in 1931 mentioned in the book, 
"SLAVES TODAY", and hie reported travel to Japan, mentioned by subject 
in his lecture before the VANGUaRD I£AGUE at Colxiobus, Ohio on February 
8. 1942. 

However, it was imi> 088 ible to trace such travels by records at 
Ellis Island inasmuch as subject was reported to be a citizen. The 
officials at Ellis Island suggested that passport informi^tloa on file 
with the State Department would aeBlst in tracing subject's travels 
abroad. 

EMHiOYMENT 

As mentioned throughout this report, subject is employed as a 
writer and columnist for the Pittsburgh Courier and is well-]aiown as 
the author of the columns captioned "TEE WORLD TODAY", and "VIEWS AND 
REVIEWS". Subject ie reported to be a lecturer who travels about the 
country making speeches to negro groups, similar to hie address made 
before the VANGUARD LEAGUE at Columbus, Ohio, on February 8, 1942. 

Subject is employed as the business manager for "THE CRISIS", 
official monthly publication of the National Association for the Advance¬ 
ment of Colored People", published by the CRISIS RJBLISHING Company, lac., 
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at 69 Fifth Avenoe, New York City. A copy of the August, 1942 issue of 
"THS CRISIS" reflects on Page 246 that CEORSE S. SCHUYLER is the business 
manager.
